Britain, France and the 
United States today warned the 
Soviet Union and Communist 
China that any new aggression in 
Southeast Asia would be met 
by an immediate call by the 
Western Powers for United Na- 
tlons action, 

The warning was made in the 
Main Political Commiliee  de- 
bating Nationalist China's com- 
plaints that Russia had violated 
the  Sino-Soviet Friendship 
Treaty of 1945.

Paris; Jan. 27: 


West Germany tonight asked for immediate meinbership of NATO 

at the European Army conference he re. 
Professor Walter Hallstein, West German Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, made the request when the Foreign Ministers uf France, 
Italy and the three Benelux countries were distussing the Europea 
Army’s future relations with NATO. So 
Professor Hallstein said he realised that there 
would be considerable difficulties in obtaining im- 


mediate membership, 


and therefore alternative 
suggestions he had in mind 


included, firstly, a 


postponement of German admission and, secondly, 
the representation of European army countries as 


a united body in NATO. 


Professor Hallstein 
thought that very probably 
one more conference at a 
still undetermined date 
might be necessary. 

Professor Halistein’s move 
rocked the delegnies, already 
upsel by new developments in 
‘he long-standing quarrel be- 
tween France and Germany over 
the rich coal-mining Ssar 
Valley. 

Just prior to Professor Hall- 
stein's statement, the Ministers 
had speeded up their efforts to 
draft a Buropean army ireatty in 
time > submit it to a NATO 
conference opening on February 
16 in Lisbon. 

As the Belgian Foreign Minis- 
ter, Paull van Zeeland, fought a 
bitber rearguard action against 
possible loss of national so- 
vereignty, the Ministers agreed 
on some secondary aspects of 
the new intemational onganisa- 
tion which will operate the 
combined army. 

But Professor Hallstein’s 
demand halted the conference, 
The French Foreign Minister, 
Robert Schuman, askeg ‘n 
adjournment to study the 
situation and prepare an answer. 
Other Ministers agreed, 


DEMANDS EQUALITY 

Professor Hallsteln said the 
German people and Parliament 
never would accept .any dis- 
¢rimination between their coun- 
“try ang others in the projected 
European defence community— 
Belgium, France, Italy Luxem- 
bourg and the Netherlands. 

There could be no such com- 
munity, he said, according to 
French officials who were pre- 
sent at the closed sessions, if 
Geérmaphy was not also a member 

NATO on an equal footing. 
was a reference to the fact 
that the other five members of 
the proposed European army 
are NATO members. The other 
NATO mempers are Britain, the 
Unitted States, Canada, Iceland, 
Norway, Denmark and ‘Portugal. 
Greece and Turkey have been 
nominatég to membership, but 
not yet fully acteptéd, 

The German diplomat conced- 
ed that immediate German 
membership would be a difficult 
political task in some countries 
—notably France, where fear 
and hatred of Germatiy still are 
strong. He offered two coni- 
promise solutions: 

1—The six-member European 
defence community to become 
one member of NATO, with the 
five present NATO members 
dewpping out as jndividua, mem- 


The five States to retain 
individual NATO memberships, 
but ail NATO decisions affecting 
Europe to be subject to un- 
animous approval of the Minis- 
terial Committee of the proposed 
army organisation. 

Either idea would give Ger- 
many «a full voice In NATO 
affairs. Herr Hallsteln said 
Germariy. would submit precisé 
proposals: on his -ideas to. the 
cofiferénce before tt. winds up.

~ CRISIS. REMEDIES 


Drastic Measures Forecast 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT) 


London, Jan. 23. 


The economic measures which Mr R. A. Butler, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, is to announce on Tuesday will be anxiously awaited not only 
by the people of this country, who will, of course, be most immediately 
affected, but also by people throughout the Commonwealth. 

The Commonwealth governments will shortly have to frame similar, 
though perhaps less drastic, measures to puli the Sterling Area through 
the present period of erisis. 


The Chancellor's speech will 
in fact set in motion an cconomic 
chain reaction which will be felt 
in every corner of the Common- 
wealth. 

The policy outline! in general 
terms in the cammumique Issued 
after the Commonwoalth Finance 
Ministers’ conference hag two 
main objectives. The first is to 
bring the Sterhng Area into 
balance with the rest of the 
world at the latest by the second 


half of this year--Including at} 


least a balance with the dollar 
area. 

Secondly, the Commonwealth 
governments have agreed to 
work ttowards the final goat of 
recovery “by progressive steps 
aimed at creating the conditions 
under which convertibility can 
be reaghed and maintained,” 

In considering ‘how the first of 
these objectives cen be reached 
dt is important to realise the 
seriousness of the crisis which 
faces the Sterling Area. The 
Finance Ministers tated the 
situation quite briefly. 
crivis," they said, “has arisen 
because the Sterling Area as a 
whole is spending more than it 
ds @arning, with the result that 
dts gald and dollar reserves have 
been falling at a rapid rate.” 


BEGINS AT HOME 

It is clear that in the face of 
this situation something more 
than temporary expedients will 
be necessary. The remedy must 
begin at home, and the first step 
is to “ensure that the internat 
economy is sound and that ali 
possible measures are taken to 
combat inflation.” 

Next we must “increase ex- 
ports und caring power"— 
where possible with the help of 
long-tetm borrowing outside 
the Sterting Area, cae co

in achieving the immediate 
objective, which is to bring the 
Sterling Area into balance with 
the rest of the world by the 
second half of the year.

economy. Ht will be even longer 
before disinflatlonary measures
